MINISTRY OF DEFENCE 
NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 2ml August, 1982 

SR.O. 196. —In exercise of powers confcired by the pro¬ 
viso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Defence 
Research and Development Service Rules, 1978, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Defence Research 
and Development Service (Amendment) Rules, 1982. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Defence Research and Development Service 
Rules, 1978— 

(1) in sub-rule (1) of rule 1, for the figuies ‘‘1978’’, 

the figures "1979”, shall be substituted; 

(2) in rule 8(a) for clause (a) of sub-rule (2), the fol¬ 

lowing shall be substituted, namely ;— 

"(a) Assessment Boards shall be convened at least 
once a year or at such intervals as may be pres¬ 
cribed by the Director General. These Boards 
may meet as a whole or in parts in one or more 
establishments or at the office of the Commission 
as may be decided by the Director General for 
the purpose of assessing merit of persons serving 
In different Establishments or Laboratories or 
Headquarters for promotion to the higher grade"; 

(b) for sub-rule (3) the following shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

"(3) Selection of officers under the different methods speci¬ 
fied in clauses (2) t« (6) of rule 6, for future 
maintenance of service shall be made in consulta¬ 
tion with the Commission except when appointing 
a Central Government Group ‘A' officer “on deputa¬ 
tion". _ Selection by direct recruitment shall be by 
Interview or written test or both and the candi¬ 
dates shall be within the age limit as specified tinder 
columns (5) of Schedule ITT. The educational quali¬ 
fications and experience for appointment to various 
posts in the Service under the methods mentioned 
in this sub-rule shall be broadly as specified In 
Schedule HI, However, the specific educational quali¬ 
fications and experience required for different posts 
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shall be prescribed by the Director General on each 

occasion in consultation with the Commission". 

(cO for sub-rule (4j the following shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

“(4) Officers appointed on deputation by the method 
specified in clause (4) of nile 6 shall be initially 
appointed for a period of two years which may 
be extended or curtailed at the discretion of 
the Director General. In case where it is pro¬ 
posed to curtail the period of deputation, the 
Director General shall give notice in writing 
of his intention so to do to the concerned 
officers. The maximum period of deputation, 
shall not exceed five years. However, deputa¬ 
tion allowance shall be admissible only for the 
first four years of deputation’’. 

(d) for sub-rule (5), the following shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

"(J) Officers appointed on contract by the method 
specified in clause (4) of rule 6 shall ordinarily 
bo appointed for a period °f six years. They 
shall, however, be on probation for a period of 
one year. The period of contract may be cur¬ 
tailed at the discretion of the Director Gene¬ 
ral. In case where it is proposed to curtail the 
period of contract, the Director General shall 
five notice in writing of his intention so to do 
to the concerned officer. The period of contract 
may be renewed at the end of six years." 

(3) in rule 11, 

(a) in sub-iule (3),— 

(i) the words "referred to in the Note below 
shall be omitted; 

(iil Note occurring at the end shall be omitted; 

(b) for sub-rule (6) the following shall be substi¬ 

tuted, namely :— 

"(6) Officers appointed to the Service shall be liable 
to undergo such training and be detailed on 
such courses of instruction in India or abroad as 
may be decided by the Director General from 
time to time, for the purpose of preparing the 
officer to become competent and proficient to 
undertake the Defence Research and Develop¬ 
ment work. An officer detailed for training or 
course the duration of which is six months or 
more or an officer detailed for training outside 
India or with private firms or factories in India, 
irrespective of the duration of the training, shall 
be liable to refund in full the cost of training 


if, for any reason, during the training or within 
a period of three years after the completion of 
such training, he chooses lo discontinue his 
service,”; 

(4) in rule 15, the words “or posts” occurring at the 

end shall be omitted ; 

(5) in Schedule III— 

(a) against SI. No. 2, 1 elating to the post of Scientist 

‘C‘ in column (5). for the existing entry, the fol¬ 

lowing shall be substituted, namely:— 

"Not exceeding 35 years, (rclaxable upto 5 years 

for Government servants in accordance with 
the instructions issued by the Central Govern¬ 
ment),"; 

(b) against serial No. 5, relating to the post of Scie- 
tist ‘F’, in column (5), for the existing entry, the 
following phall be substituted, namely:— 

"Not exceeding 50 years (relaxable upto 5 years 

for Government servants in accordance with 
the instructions issued by the Central Govern¬ 
ment)."; 

(c) in column (1), serial No. 8 shall be renumbered as 
serial No. “7” and against serial No, 7 as so 
renumbered, in column 2, for the existing entry, 
the following shall be substituted, namely:— 

"Such educational qualifications and experience as 
may be prescribed by the Government but these 
qualifications shall not be less than those pres¬ 
cribed for Scientist ‘G’.”; 

(d) after Note 3, the following shall be inserted name¬ 
ly 

“Note 4 : In disciplines (including Specialised areas 
or fields) other than those mentioned In the 
Schedule, such professional or technical quali¬ 
fications, as are approved by the Government 
of India for appointment to superior posts and 
services shall be applicable, In cases where a 
formal degree or diploma is not being award¬ 
ed or has not been approved, the educational 
qualifications and experience shall be such as 
may be prescribed by the Director General in 
consultation with the Commission.”.
